TAKE PECULIAR STALUS OF “THE 
MAYOR'S PETECTIVE.” 


‘Comparative Figures Showing What. 
the Los Angeles Force Is Expected 
to Do, and Why Their Work is. 
Marder Than in Other Cities. 


The road of the average Chief of Police of 
Los Angeles has generally been a rocky 
one from the beginning to the close of his 
official career, and that of the present in- 
cumbent is not likely to be ag exception to 
the ceneral rule. Chief Benedict took the 
place under rather trying circumstances, 
but so far he has made a faithful and con- 
scientious ofticer In the first place, he was 
opposed by one wing of his own party, aud 
the worst one at that, which opposition has 
been manifested from time to 
time by articlés in the official party 
organ, reflecting on his administration,’ 
and he has been further handicapped to a 
certain extent by influences over whicri he 
had no control; but notwithstanding ail 
this, he has made a good record, has. kept 
his office force just as he found it, so far 
as members ere concerned, and has 
done much toward cleaning out the city of 
disreputable characters, and enforcing the 
law. There is nota public gambling-house 
(except poker) runniig in this city today, 
and the ‘‘mac’ element, if they have not 
been squelched, are lying very low, and 
none of them are seen hanging about the 
police station, as was the case not many 
months ago. Of course there are numerous 
tramps in town, just as there is every 
winter, but never in the history of the city 
has there been less crime than at the pres- 
ent. Petty robberies are frequently re- 
ported, it is true, such as is the case every- 
where, but not one of any magnitude has 
been committed during Chief Benedict’s 
term of office, the largest being, that of J. M. 
Spence, when $600 worth of jewelry was 
stolen. 

Anevening paper Wednesday, in an article 
of some length, referring to the police de- 
partment, stated that there is considerable 
bad feeling ainong the force,especially as re- 
gards the detectives, and that Capt. Loomis 
and Detective Harris are not on speaking 
terms. it was further stated that there are 
two detective forces, one run by Harris and 
one by Benedict. This is an error, as the 
officers are on friendly terms, and Harris 
has full access to all the records of the 
onlice. 

in regard to this deteclive business, how- 
ever, there is a great deal of misunderstand- 
ing on the part of the public. In 
the first place, Emil Harris is only 
‘captain of detectives” by courtesy, and 
has no Jegal status at the police office. He 
Was appointed as the “Mayor’s detective,” 
for the specific purpose of aiding in the 
suppression of gambling, and for some 
weeks atter his appointment Chief Cuddy 
positively refused to allow him to come 
into his office in an official capacity. Dur- 
. ing this time Mr. Harris had a desk in the 


Mayor's office, and was in attendance at } 


that place, only being subject to the 
ayor’s orders, At the present time the 
“hief of Pollge has no power over Mr. Har- 
ris, nor has Mr. Harris any. right to give 
an order to any member of the foree. The 
Mayor may send Mr. Harris to watch his 
own property, if he likes, or to sit in his 
oftice, or do anything that he likes, as the 
appointment is a purely personal one, so 
long as the Council does not object, or he 
may be removed by the Mayor at any time. 
Thus it will be seen what a peculiar posi- 
tion that gentleman occupies. There is no 
law to uphold him, in any capacity, except 
_ that of “Mayor’s detective,” and itis only 
a matter of courtesy with the Chief of Po- 
~ lice asi o whether he is recognized at all. 
This, of course, does not retiect on Mr. 
Harris. He receives the appointment in 
regular form, and it is not expected thata 
inan will go out of his way to give upa 
position paying $150a month 80 long as 
there is no objection on the partof the 
Mayor and Council, and if they wish to 
keep him and pay him a Salary long after 
the werk for which he was appointed has 
been completed it would be very fooltsh in 
him not to receive it. On the ‘other hand, 
it is wrong to attempt to belittle faithful 
officials over their shoulders by intimating 
that nothing has been done, av assertion 
which is not sustained by the records. 
There are now in the City Prison 20 or 30 
petit thieves who have been captured by the 
police force, as the detectives will not work 
on small cases, and there are no other, As 
to Bowlerand Boland being removed, they 


were put on beats at their own request, and 


on their own statement that they had noth- 
ing to do, besides which Chief Benedict has 
the control of every man on the poliee, sub- 
ject to the instructions of the commission, 
and can put them where he thinks they. are 
the most serviceable. This, of course, has 
no reference to Mr. Harris, as he was 
mereiy sworn in by the Mayor as his de- 
tective, and is not even subject to the orders 
of the Police Commission, occupying a per- 
fectly independent position, which, how- 
ever, bas its drawback, in that he has no 
power beyond himself. 

There is only one legal head of the police 
department, and that is the Chet, who is 
subject only to the orders of the Board of 
Commissioners, of which he is one, and the 
Council. 

In regard to the inefticiency of the police 
force, the following table, showing the 
amount of work that has to be done, in 
comparison with other cities, will probably 
open the eyes of a great many people who 
_ never given the subject much thought

The men,).it is true, are petty larceny 


thieves asa general rule, but the officers 


think that they have secured evidence go- 
ing to show that they have more than once 
tried their bands ‘at much higher game, 
which is shown by their eagerness to plead 
ghilty to the petty charges, and find refuge 
forashort time in San Quentin. Clarke, 
Gray and Stapleton all have records in Sah 
Diego, San Bernardino and Los Angeles, in 
each of which towns they have worked,and 
the mystery of many an annoying little rob- 
bery will be cleared up when they come be- 
fore the courts for examination. Yester- 
day morning Auble took one of the gang 
out, and the fellow pointed out various 
places where he had stolen articles and 
where he had disposed of*them, and in 
every case the intormation he gave-was cor- 


ect. 

In the afternoon a Tries reporter in- 
terviewed Gray, who perfectiy 
willing to taik, and gave a very 
full account of his operations in the several 
towns above mentioned. In appearance, 
the thief is somewhat of a disappointment. 
He isa smooth-faced, boyish-looking fellow. 
with very eyes of the “goggle” 
variety. He is dressed in an ordinary 
“hand-me-down” suit of clothes, with ‘a 
black slouch’ hat, somewhat the worse for 
wear. He owns up to 21 years of age, and, 
according to his own statement, is one of 
the toughest of his class, but has a smile so 
“childlike and bland,” and an air of such 
virgin innocence that almost any.one would 
be excused for being mistaken as to his 
character. He is known as the kid’ by 
his associates, and appears to have done 
most of the actual stealing. He is, in fact, 
a counterpart of the notorious Elton, and 
can He quite as fluently as that individual, 
but has not his finish in this peculiar 
accomplishment. Gray says he comes of a 
respectable family of farmers in Westimore- 
land county, Pa., and did not commence 
his crooked work until after he came to 
California. In regard to his San Diego 
record he did not say much, but 
when it came to San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles he owned up to everything, but 
insisted that he had always worked with 
ime man Stapleton, who put him up to the 
obs. 

it was in Gray’s trunk thatthe false mus- 
taches, sandbag and other articles were 
found, among them one of the most ingen- 
ious skeleton keys that has ever come 
under the observation of the officers, The 
first of these keys, he said, was made for 


him at San Bernardino, but that he broke | 


it and had a duplicate made in this city by 
a locksmith on First street, which he stole 
from the man, knowing that he dare not 
prosecute him. In San Bernardino he 
stole a number of overcoats, spurs, etc., and 
burglarized a hardware store and a resi- 
dence, from which he got a purse, which 
was found in his trunk.” At the latter 
place he said he entered the house, while 
Stapleton kept watch on the outside. 

Atthis place he says he was connected 
with the Elsie Reynolds spiritualistic com- 
bination, and acted as ticket taker. After 
he came to Los Angeles he continued his 
work, taking overcoats and other articles 
from buggies on the street, or wherever he 
found them lying around, and was gener- 
ally accompanied by Stapleton, who, he says, 
planned the jobs and told him what to do. 
In the case of the watch stolen from a 
lady ina buggy on Spring street, he says 
that he took it while she was almost look- 
ing at him, and afterward returned in 10 or 
15 minutes see if she had missed it. 
Another time he stole an overcoat while 
the owner was standing by. 

Gray took his case very oanly, He said 
that this was the first time that he had ever 
been arrested, but only seemed to regret 
thathe had not given the watch away, so 
that it would not be brought up in evidence 
against him. He fully expects to go to 
San Quentin, and will probably plead 
guilty in the hope of getting a light. sen- 


tence. 
Clarke is also well knewn to the police, 


and has Seen arrested once or twice by the 
— here—in fact, was an “‘escape”’ when 
Captured, with a 90-day sentence 
hanging over him, as has been heretofore 
stated. Clarke, like Gray, isa young man, 
not over 22 or 23 years of age, and was with 
the gang in both San Bernardino and San 
Diego, and was in the attempt to burgiarize 
the Southwestern lodging-house here, on 
which the gang fell down. 

Stapleton is an older man than the two 
above named, He has a club foot, and 
claims to have formerly worked here as 
night watchman fora firm of railroad con- 
tractors. He claims to have fallen from 
grace in San Diego, where he first got to 
selling stolen goods. He then fell in with 
Clarke and Gray and has since worked 
with them. Stapleton says that in San 
Diego he made the acquaintance of one 
Crandall of the Elsie Reynolds gang, who 
told him that he had made §€2000 by crooked 
work. He was in San Bernardino with the 
Same crowd, and says that while there 
Crandall put up two jobs, one of which he 
helped to work. Stapleton, while he does 
not care much about talking, readily owed 
up to everything with which he was 
charged, and cheerfully remarked to Gray 
that “they would go up together.” He does 
not seem to be atall displeased with the 
idea of a more or less extended sojourn 
behind the bars at the State’s expense, but, 
the contrary, seems to rather like the 

ea. 

Of Groom and Tulley, the other two of 
the gang, but little is known, except that 
the former was formerly with a small show’ 
and “lectured on the mummy,” and Tuliey 
is an ardent admirer of Elsie Reynolds, 
and, according to the stories of the others, 
ig to her crowd, as is also the case of 
i oom. 

Such is, in brief, a history of the outfit, so 
far as known at present, but it is more than 
probable that other contributions will be re- 
ceived as soon as it is generally known that 
they have been caged, when some sensa- 
tional developments may be spon.

How They Do in Chicago. ~~ 


_ Now that the citizens of Los Angeles 
are showing a disposition to take com- 
bined action to further the interests of 
the city, in the shape of a chamber of 
ecommerce and reform organizations, it 
is interesting to note .what has been 
done in a similar direction in a city ot 
more advanced growth. 
We have received a copy of the four- 
teenth annual report of the Citizens’ 
Association of Chicago, which was es- 
tablished in 1874. The report, a pam- 
phlet ot about 60. pages, shows that 
this association is a live boy, which 
has preserved the vitality of its youth 
and has successfully met and solved a 
great variety of knotty problems. The 
report opens with the cheering an- 
nouncement that the past year has 
been characterized by an unusually 


the {financial situation of the institu- 


}tion is good. Standing and special 


committees are reported to have given 
their services with alacrity and zeal, 
and are the life of the association. 

A recital is given of alarge amount 
of favorable legislation, which had 
been procured during the foregoing 
year, through the efforts of the associ- 
ation, aud of prejudicial bills which 
been had successfully opposed. An at- 
tempted combination of four gas com- 
panies, in the shape of a trust, had 
been defeated. An important. branch 
of the business of the association is the 


} observation of municipal affairs, the 


investigation of breaches of ordinances, 
and efforts to enforce their provisions. 
The association has a committee on 
city administration, composed of gen- 
tlemen of recognized ability and dis- 
cretion, who compile a list of ordi- 
nances, the violations of which are of 
common or daily occurrence, with sug- 
gestions for their better enforcement, 
and for legislgtion by the Council in 
cases where they .were insuflicient. 
Among the itemsto which the com- 
mittee on this subject called the atten- 
tion of the city authorities were 
the buggy nuisance—the practice of 
allowing light vehicles and their horses 
to remain for hours at a time along the 
curbs in the business streets; fastening 
horses and vebiclds so as to obstruct 
the sidewalk; obstructing cross-walks 
by stopping vebhitles on them: placing 
boilers under the sidewalks, and allow- 
ing open gratings to ventilate the space 
under the walk; sidewalk obstructions 
of all kinds, including frames and 
platforms; awnings hanging too low; 
street exhibitions, itinerant musicians, 
unlicensed peddlers, wire signs at the 
top of buildings—they are very dan- 
gerous; signs at the top of posts, signs 
of any kind projecting mcre than three 
feet from the building or extending 
across the sidewalk; pasters and other 
sidewalk advertisements; processions, 
unless properly regulated; feeding 
horses from the sidewalk and other an- 
noyances which, as the committee 
Says, are tolerated, even though illegal, 
because they were ten years ago. 

The gambling situation in Chicago 
appears to be much the same as in Los 
Angeles. The report calls attention to 
the ease with which such infraction of 
the law may be subdued, as exemplified 
by a bona fide closing of the games 
made by the Chicago police a year ago, 
at the instigation of the association, 
but adds, in reference to the present 
situation: | 

It is true that raids are made, from. time 
to time, on some of the inferior places, 
whose wretched inmates are subjected to 
the penalties of the law, but the account of 
such incursions is only calculated to draw 
— attention away from offenders of 

etter condition; they show us wiat might 
be done by properly directed and continuous 
efforts, 

Action had also been secured against 
lotteries and bucket-shops. An in- 
crease and improvement in the police 
‘force had been effected. The associa- 
tion had supplied the department with 
twenty-five Winchester rifles of ap- 
proved pattern, and contemplated a 
further addition to their armory, from 
which it would appear that when the 
citizens of Chicago want.a thing done 
they do not wait for the Council to do 
it, but put their hands in their pockets 
and do it themselves. 

Assistance has been rendered by the 
association to a woman’s society in 
Saving young girls from designing men, 
and closer police supervision of houses 
of prostitution secured. The question 
of professional bondsmen is touched 
upon, and the suggestion made that 
constables shouid not be elected, but 
appointed by justices. | 

Turning vo the health department, it 
is shown that, through the efforts of 
the association, the alleys of Chicago 
have never been kept so clean as during 
the period in review. Ash boxes and 
garbage receptacles are no longer 
allowed to remain on the sidewalks 
until late in the mornings, the garbage 
crematories disposing of more than 
one hundred tons of such material 
each day, with complete success. The 
nuisances of stagnant water, smoke 
and steam whistles BKave also been 
abated. 
regarding

good, are fast driving, the extension of 


spection of buildings, drainage, se- 
curity against casualties at street in- 
tersections of railways within the city, 
rapid transit, parks and boulevards, 
the welfare of the local militia, the 
abatement of outrageous usury prac- 
tices on poor people, establishment of 
building and loan associations, and in- 
dustrial schools.

Prof. C.V. Riley, 
the noted entomologist, is in charge of 
the agricultural exhibit, and intending 
exhibitors or local boards of trade or 
kindred bodies can obtain all the 
necessary information by communi- 
cating with him in care of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Washington. 
We hope to see Southern California 
adequately represented at the exposi- 
tion.
